MASSACHUSETTS,  "The  Bay  State,”  1ms  more 
good  harbors  than  any  other  state  in  the 
Union,  except  Maine. 

The  surface  of  the  W part  is  mountainous  ; the 
middle  is  hilly  or  undulating ; and  the  S.  E. 
level  and  sandy.  The  soil  is  not  very  fertile. 

The  chief  products  are  grass,  grain,  potatoes,  and 
fruit.  Wool  is  also  produced. 

In  the  manufacture  of  leather,  cotton  and  wool, 
and  in  the  fisheries,  Massachusetts  ranks  first 
in  the  Union. 

The  foreign  commerce  is  exceeded  only  by  that 
of  New  York.  Tho  inland  trade  is  immense. 
RHODE  ISLAND  is  hilly  except  toward  the  coast 
Narragansett  Bay  extends  thirty  miles  into 
the  State,  and  has  many  good  harbors. 

The  soil  on  the  islands  is  very  fertile. 

The  chief  products  are  live  stock,  butter,  cheese, 
fruits,  potatoes,  grain  and  hay. 

The  principal  manufactures  are  those  of  cotton 
and  woolen,  iron  goods  and  jewelry. 

This  State  has  considerable  domestic  commerce. 
CONNECTICUT  has  a diversified  surface  nud 
moderately  fertile  soil. 

The  chief  productions  are  grain,  potatoes,  tobac- 
co, butter,  cheese,  live  stock  and  wool. 

The  chief  minerals  are  iron,  copper,  lead,  sand- 
stone, granite  nud  marble. 

The  principal  manufactured  articles  are  clocks, 
cotton,  woolen  ami  iron  goods,  buttons,  combs, 
cutlery,  paper,  pins,  tin  and  wooden  ware, 
edge-tools  and  fire-arms. 

Connecticut  bus  au  active  coasting  trade,  and 
ranks  next  to  Massachusetts  in  tho  fisheries. 

Tho  foreign  commerce  is  carried  on  mainly 
through  New  York  and  Boston.
